department's expenses.

pose of a city's garbage is to make a 
thorough personal investigation of .all the 
methods now in use 


The conclusions reached by the board of 


health from a three year study of the 
subject are briefly as follows: 


That reduction systems, even if well 


located, properly constructed, and prop- 
erly managed can at present offer no 
marked improvement over crematories. 
That at present cremation is the best so- 
lution of the'problem for the average New 
England city-. That the kind of cremator 
to be selected should have been in active 
operation for at least a year in some city 
where it has caused- no nuisance. That 
trustworthy figures should be obtained as 
to the average cost in fuel and . labor, to 
burn a ton of garbage, and that the price 
of fuel and labor should be known. That, 
that crematory should be selected, which 
considering thfi^original cost, will do the 
city's work most efficiently and econo- 
mically. That It should "be owned and 
operated by the city. 


That the cremator now in use in Lowell 


is a vast improvement over the methods 
employed In all other New England cities. 


During the year there were burned at 


the cremator 2750 tons of swill,37 bundles 
and barrels .of old clothes, 428 mattresses, 
1 horse, 1 cow, 138 dogs, 57 cats, 10 pigs, 
1 skunk, 3 barrels rabbits, 10 hens, 3U 
cases rotten eggs, 5 carpets, 40 bags rags, 
8 lounges, 1 quilt, 1 spring bed, 3 " loads 
furniture.

0 to 14 inclusive when 109 tons of garbage, 
16 mattresses, 'A dogs and 1 bundle clothes 
were burned at a total cost of SOO.Oo.or 82 
cents per ton.

Collection of Ashes. 


During the year 30,034 .loads of ashes 


were removed from houses aud stores at a 
cost ofS10,.W1.40. an increase of loads as 
compared with 1S'J4 nf 3flfi, and a decrease 
in cost of labor of SI.49(1.03. 


To show the freedom from political in- 


fluence as affecting the tenure of an ash- 
man's position, it will only be necessary 
to state that at least nine of our laborers 
have served over ten years, two of them 
having served nearly twenty-one year; 


Contagious Diseases. 


The contagious diseases reported were: 


Diphtheria, including croup, 120, scarlet 
fever 1GO, measles 53, typhoid fever 172. 


There have been fewer deaths from 


typhoid fever than in any year since 1880. 
This is doubtless duetto the extension of 
our driven well system.

ony of Armenians who work in the mill. 
Niiturally in seeking the reputation of a 
person or number o( persons we turn to 
the police station p.nd police court. 
What 


do we find '.' .[t is a very rare occurrence 
to hear of an Armenian in court for any 
offense. In the past month nearly every 
nationality has been 
represented and 


there was but one Armenian case and that 
was one of assault between compatriots. 
It was the llrst in many months. They 
were Turks, Poles, Greeks by the score, a 
Swede, a German, in fact about every 
European country was represented. 
But 


Armenians never bother the police. Of 
course men of other nationalities are 
sometimes confounded with them but they 
are peaceable and hard-working people.

foreigners. They are many in number 
and that fact may account for their bold- 
ness.

PROVISIONS. SET FORTH 
UNDER 12 SECTIONS. 


Kep. Krebs 1* Behind the Bill and Labor 


Unions Behind Him. 


The Central Labor union of Boston lias 


succeeded in get-ing before the legislature 
a bill regulating the hours ot labor and 
other matters affecting bakers. 


Mr. Krebii of Boston has championed 


their cause and he is backed by all the 
labor unions. 


Mr. Krcbs's bill, which is in 12 sections, 


Is quite suggestive in 
it** provisions, and 


it is alleged by President O'Snllivan of 
thy union, that it is very much needed. 
For instance, it .says no employe shall 
-ivork more than ten hours a day nor sixty 
hours a \veok, except for the purpose of 
making a shorter \vork day on the last 
day o£ the week, in any biscuit, bread 
cake bakery, or confectionery establish- 
ment ; that bakery buildings shall be 
properly plumbed; shall, if deemed neces- 
sary by the inspector, have nu impermea- 
ble floor of cement or tiles, with an addi- 
tional flooring, or wood properly saturated 
with linseed oil, the side wall and ceil- 
ings plastered und wainscotted. and if re- 
quired, whitewashed at least once in six 
months; the flour shall be kept in per- 
fectly dry and airy rooms; that no toilet 
rooms 
shall 
communicate 
directly 


•with the bakerooms of any bakery,hotel or 
public restaurant; that sleeping places 
for 
persons 
employed 
in 
baker- 


ies shall be separate from the room where 
the products are manufactured or stored; 
that no cellar bake shop noc now con- 
structed as such, shall be used after the 
passage of the act; that no persons under 
1? shall be employed between. 6 p. m. and 
5 a. in. 


There are also penalty provisions, pro- 


visions for the immediate reconstruction 
of bakeries not conforming to the act, 
and a section providing for four additional

Mr. Quigg (N. Y.), who had 
charge"of the bill, made an able presouta- 
tiou of tho case, 1mt thure was a disposi- 
tion on thu pai-t of some members to go 
further than tho resolutions did, and Mr. 
Hepburn (la.) proposed to givu the Turk- 
ish minister his passports and sever all 
diplomatic relations with Turkey. 


His remarks denouncing tho Turkish 


outrages, aud charging thut^the powers, 
signatory to thu treaty of Berlin, were 
actuated from political and other con- 
siderations iu maintaining tho "balaucu 
of power" ia eastern Kuropt;, were re: 
ceived with great enthusiasm, and at one 
time it looked as if the bouse might bu 
carried to his way of thinking. 


But the counsel of Mr. Hitt, not to tako

The cost of burning gar 
bage for the year was $3,602.53, which is 
82,080.10 less than in 1894'.

Collection of Ashes. 


During the year 30,034 loads of ashes 


were removed from houses and stores at a 
cost ot $10,591.40, an increase of loads as 
compared with 1894 of 'J05, and a decrease 
in cost of labor of SI.496.5 


To show the freedom from political in- 


fluence as affecting the tenure of an ash- 
man's position, it will only be necessary 
to state that at least nine of our laborers 
have served over ten years, two of them 
having served nearly twenty-one years. 


ConbiRiouH Diseases. 


The contagious diseases reported were 


Diphtheria, including croup/ 120, scarlet 
fever ICO, measles 03, typhoid fever 172. 


There have beeji fewer deaths from 


typhoid fever than in any year since 18SO 
This is doubtless due to the extension o: 
our driven well system. 


New Stable. 


For the last three years, this department 


has asked that better facilities be provided 
for the care of the 24 horses that we use in 
our daily work. Fortunately, by the dis- 
posal of street department horses' thai 
were ' not needed in winter for street 
sprinkling purposes, there were enough 
stalls unoccupied in their new addition to 
provide for all our horses. 
\v"e shall be 


perfectly satisfied if we are allowed to re- 
main in possession of our new quarters. 


Under existing conditions, where'there 


is an outbreak of diphtheria or scarlet 
'ever, in any of the tenement sections of 
the uily, the board of health can only re- 
move patients to St. John's or the Lowell 
hospital upon the sufferance of those in 
charge of those institutions. 


While there has not in recent years been 


any alarming outbreak of diseases of an 
infections nature, the liability of such a 
danger is largely increased by the crowd-* 
ing together of the people of'all races in 
the tenement quarters. With a city hos- 
'pital properly equipped, the board of 
health would be prepared to cope with any 
such outbreak. 


Bath House. 


The report refers at some length to this 


subject, and says: 
"While there is no 


doubt that children can be happy without 
being clean, no one who has known any 
other condition, can be subjected to con"- 
ditions o£ life in which cleanliness,whether 
of body or raiment, is practically im- 
possible, without a steady and sure de- 
terioration of the whole moral tone. 


The board of health recommends, and 


the citizens of Lowell can, if they desire, 
see that Lowell is provided with'such an 
establishment as we have outlined before 
the year of 1890 has passed away.

REGULATIONS FOR LENT 


Issued by Archbishop Williams for Guid- 


ance of Catholics. 


The regulations for the holy season .of 


Lent which have just been issued by His 
Grace Archbishop Williams for the guid- 
ance of the Catholics of this diocese, are 
as follows: 


1. All the days of Lent, except Sun- 


days are fast days of obligation. 


'2. The following persons are exempted 


from the obligation of fasting: All under 
21 years of age, and those of advanced 
uge, the sick, those who cannot fast with- 
out grave injury to their health, women 
during pregnancy, or ' while nursing in- 
fants, and all those whose duties are of a 
ver3- laborious or exhausting nature. Per- 
sons thus exempt- from fasting are still 
bound by the law of abstinence, except in 
cases of sickness or the like, or when dis- 
pensed, as below. 


i:. By an indult ot the Holy See, grant- 


ed Aug. 3, 1S87, for 10 years, the use of 
flesh-meat is allowed on Mondays, Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays—the sec- 
ond and last Saturdays excepted. Persons 
sound to fast may use meat only once on 
;hese days, but those who are exempt from 
fasting are not thus limited. 
The use of 


meat on Sundays is not limited as to the 
number of times. 


4. By virtue of another indult working 


)eople"and their families are allowed meat 
once'a divj-,' or oftener, according' -as- they 
ire bouuu . to fast, or are exempt there- 
:rom—on'the second Saturday and on the 
Wednesdays, except the first and last. 
This dispensation .for working people ex- 
tends also to days of fasting and absti- 
nence outside Lent, except Fridays' and 
the vigil of Christinas. 


o. Even those who are bound to fast 


may. take in the morning a small piece oJ 
bread with a cup of tea, coffee, chocolate 
or similar drink. 


6. At the evening collation, on ac- 


:ount of the long existing custom, the 
church tolerates the use' of- eggs, butter, 
cheese and milk. 


. Those who cannot 
conveniently 


ake the principal meal of the day at noon- 
ime may invert the order, taking the eol- 
ation in the morning and dinner in the 
vening. 


8. The use of flesh meat and fish at t: 


ame meal is not allowed, not even on 
Sunday. 


U. Beside lard, the fat rendered from 


any kind of meat may be used in prepar- 
ug food on any day in Lent. This dis- 
lensation is also extended to the days of 
bstinence and fast days throughout the 
•ear.-

K«p, Kreba IB Behind tho Bill and Labor 


UnJoui* Behind Him. 


Tho Central Labor union of Boston has 


succeeded in getting before the legislature 
a bill regulating the hours of labor and 
other matters affecting bakers. 


Mr. Krebs of Boston bus championed 


their cause and he is backed by all the 
labor unions. 


3dr. Krebs's bill, which is in 12 sections, 


Is quite suggestive in its provisions, and 
it is alleged by President O'Sullivan of 
the union, that U is very much needed. 
For instance, it says no employe sball 
•work more than ten hours a day nor sixty 
hours a week, except for the purpose of 
making a -shorter work day on the last 
day of the week, in any biscuit, bread or 
cake bakery, or confectionery establish- 
ment; that bakery buildings shall be 
properly plumbed ; shall, if deemed neces- 
sary by the inspector, have an impermea- 
ble floor of cement or tiles, with an addi-
